It was 1967 — the year of Mario 
Corti, who came to Juventus as a former 
Italian B_ international, captain of 
Catania and star of Sampdoria. 


Corti masterminded Juventus’ success. 
Playing in the link role, the Italian general 
laid on goal after goal for his forwards, who 
included Eric Norman, Terry Lockhurst, Jimmy 
Malloy, John Bell, David Closs, Dine DeMarchi 


and Dario Epifano. 


With captain Scott 
marshalling the defence, 
goalkeeper Dieter Voigt 
conceding only 21 goals 
and Corti organising the 
forward work, Juventus 
came second to Mel- 
bourne in 1967. 

Juventus had always 
been loaded with talent
